The  Hospital  issued  its  latest  full-scale  report  in  May,  1952,  covering  the  calendar 
year  1951.  This  was  supplemented  in  the  autumn  of  1952  by  an  interim  report  of  fi- 
nancial developments  during  the  first  eight  months  of  that  year.  The  present  report 
chronicles  the  major  activities  of  the  Hospital  from  September  1,  1952,  to  August  31, 
1953.  and  thus  brings  these  annual  reports  in  line  with  the  newly  defined  fiscal  year. 

Since  the  booklet  of  May,  1952,  was  issued,  four  Managers  and  three  members  of 
the  Attending  Staff  have  died. 

Mr.  John  McKinlay  (March  9,  1953),  Mr.  Alfred  E.  Hamill  (July  12,  1953),  Mr. 
Fred  A.  Poor  (August  26,  1953).  and  Dr.  William  Clyde  Howard  (September  23, 
1953)  were  men  who  brought  to  their  trusteeships  a  high  sense  of  civic  responsibility, 
a  belief  in  "Pres"  as  a  distinguished  center  of  medical  activity,  and  an  eagerness  to 
support  it  by  generous  gifts  and  understanding  counsel.  Such  men  as  they  are  rare 
on  any  Board. 

Dr.  Leo  K.  Campbell  (June  13,  1952),  Attending  Physician;  Dr.  Evans  W.  Perno- 
kis  (November  9.  1952),  Associate  Attending  Physician;  and  Dr.  E.  V.  L.  Brown 
(March  1,  1953),  Consulting  Ophthalmologist,  had  served  their  profession,  their  pa- 
tients, and  their  Hospital  with  distinction.  Each  in  his  own  way  did  much  to  carry 
forward  the  best  tradition  of  the  Hospital. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Hospital  on  November  5,  1952,  the  Reverend  Clar- 
ence N.  Wright,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Ravenswood  Presbyterian  Church,  was  elected 
a  Clerical  Manager  in  place  of  the  Reverend  Harold  L.  Bowman,  D.  D.,  whose  term 
expired  on  that  day.  On  February  18,  1953,  Mr.  Harold  J.  Nutting,  Vice-President 
and  General  Manager  of  Marshall  Field  &  Company,  and  a  director  of  the  corpora- 
tion, was  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  in  the  Class  of  1955. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  June  17,  1953,  Mr.  R.  Douglas  Stuart,  at  that 
time  United  States  Ambassador-designate  to  Canada,  presented  his  resignation,  be- 
cause of  his  impending  departure  for  Ottawa.  The  Board  reluctantly  accepted  it, 
and  at  the  same  meeting  elected  Mr.  Stuart  an  Honorary  Manager. 

After  five  years  of  service  as  President  of  the  Attending  Staff,  Dr.  Heyworth  N. 
Sanford,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics,  asked  his  colleagues  to  designate 
someone  else  to  fill  this  important  post.  Accordingly  the  Staff  at  its  annual  meeting 
on  May  22,  1953,  elected  Dr.  Francis  H.  Straus,  Attending  Surgeon,  to  this  position. 
At  the  same  meeting  the  Staff  nominated  Dr.  James  A.  Campbell,  Dean  of  the  Albany 
Medical  College,  to  be  Attending  Physician  and  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine, vice  Dr.  S.  Howard  Armstrong,  Jr.,  resigned;  and  Dr.  John  B.  Haeberlin. 
Jr.,  to  be  Attending  Dermatologist  and  Chairman  of  the  Department,  vice  Dr.  Michael 
H.  Ebert,  who  retired  from  active  duty  with  the  rank  of  Consulting  Dermatologist. 
These  two  important  nominations  have  been  duly  approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Early  in  1953  Mr.  Ralph  J.  Hendrickson,  Comptroller,  resigned  to  enter  government 
service.  To  fill  this  vacancy  the  Hospital  secured  Mr.  Glenn  H.  Pontious,  Assistant 
Business  Manager  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  chief  financial  officer  of  the 
University's  Chicago  Departments. 

The  apartment  building  for  Hospital  personnel,  named  Kidston  House  in  memory 
of  Mr.  William  Kidston,  one  of  the  Hospital's  great  benefactors,  was  opened  on 
August  15.  By  the  middle  of  that  month  most  of  the  eighty  furnished  apartments 
were  leased  and  occupied.  The  two  new  floors  of  research  laboratories,  on  top  of  the 
Rawson  Building,  have  been  completed.  Most  of  the  new  space  provided  has  been 
equipped  and  is  in  use;  the  rest  is  being  held  in  readiness  for  future  needs.  The  long- 
desired  psychiatric  unit  was  opened  early  in  1953,  and  provides  the  most  modern  fa- 
cilities for  the  care  of  mental  illnesses  which  promise  to  yield  to  treatment. 
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Less  obvious,  but  almost  as  important  as  this  new  construction,  has  been  the 
steady  rebuilding  of  old  facilities,  and  the  addition  of  new  factors  making  for  con- 
venience or  safety.  Modern  fire-doors  have  been  provided  for  all  stairways  in  the 
Pavilion,  and  at  all  openings  between  the  Hospital  and  the  College  and  between  the 
Jones  Building  and  the  Pavilion.  The  Chicago  Fire  Department  has  recently  ap- 
proved an  alarm  system  for  hospitals,  and  installation  was  completed  soon  after 
the  department's  approval  was  announced.  We  have  also  provided  pleasant  and  spa- 
cious offices  for  the  Nursing  Department,  the  Records  Office,  the  Room  Clerk,  and 
the  Comptroller.  We  have  installed  new  x-ray  equipment,  purchased  additional  land 
east  of  Hermitage  Avenue  for  parking  space,  and  have  built  two  tennis  courts  for  the 
use  of  student  nurses  and  their  friends.  Where  once  was  the  little-used  "East  Recep- 
tion Room"  we  now  enjoy  the  Garden  Grill,  built  by  two  generous  friends  of  the 
Hospital  for  friends  of  patients,  doctors,  nurses,  and  visitors.  These  are  merely  the 
more  important  illustrations  of  how  the  Hospital  is  constantly  busy  modernizing  old 
facilities  and  installing  new  ones. 

Planning  for  the  future  is  part  of  the  normal  day-to-day  activity  of  Managers, 
Staff,  and  administrative  personnel.  The  past  year,  however,  has  seen  develop  a  new 
and  widespread  interest  in  this  important  matter.  On  March  1,  Robert  Heller  and 
Associates,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  began  a  five-month  study  of 
the  Hospital  with  special  reference  to  its  future  development.  Managers,  members  of 
the  Medical  Staff,  and  all  administrative  personnel  cooperated  to  make  available  to 
them  everything  which  could  help  them  in  their  work.  At  the  time  this  is  being 
written  (August  1,  1953)  the  final  report  has  not  been  received.  An  anticipatory 
summary,  however,  indicates  the  general  direction  which  the  report  may  be  expected 
to  take: 

"The  proposed  program  for  the  future  establishes  the  objective  for  Presbyterian 
to  become  the  outstanding  Hospital  in  the  Midwest.  To  attain  that  goal,  several 
major  changes  are  needed: 

1.  Make  Presbyterian  an  outstanding  teaching  Hospital  by  strengthening  its  affilia- 
tion with  the  University  of  Illinois  and  by  revitalizing  its  teaching  and  research 
activities. 

2.  Effect  marked  improvements  in  the  methods  of  conducting  business  affairs  and 
hospital  services. 

3.  Rehabilitate  existing  physical  facilities  and  construct  new  plans  in  accordance 
with  a  long-term  master  plan. 

4.  Revise  the  organization  of  the  Hospital." 

On  this  broad  basis  the  Hospital  expects  to  move  steadily  though  not  spectacularly 
towards  a  future  which  shall  be  even  more  distinguished  than  the  past. 

I  cannot  close  this  "Foreword"  without  a  sincere  albeit  inadequate  word  of  thanks 
to  the  many  friends  of  the  Hospital  who  have  helped  make  the  past  year  a  happy 
one.  As  always,  the  Woman's  Board  has  undertaken  any  task  that  needed  to  be  done. 
These  devoted  women  have  given  generously  in  money,  in  long  hours  as  volunteers, 
and  in  organizing  and  carrying  through  to  success  scores  of  projects  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Hospital.  Churches  of  the  Chicago  Presbytery  have  shown  a  renewed  interest 
in  the  Hospital,  and  a  heartening  willingness  to  help  in  its  work.  The  Superintendent, 
the  Director  of  Nursing,  and  the  856  members  of  their  organizations,  have  worked 
tirelessly  and  effectively  to  the  end  that  every  patient  should  have  the  best  possible 
hospital  care  during  his  stay  in  the  house.  The  Medical  Staff  has  maintained  the 
high  professional  standards  which  have  made  "Pres"  known  and  respected.  The  Man- 
agers have  given  generously  of  their  time  and  experience  in  shaping  our  over-all  pol- 
icies. Many  friends  of  the  Hospital  have  sent  checks  to  help  pay  the  steadily  mount- 
ing costs  over  which  the  Hospital  has  no  control.  To  each  and  all  of  these  members 
of  the  great  hospital  family,  a  sincere  "Thank  you."

Report  of  the  Stuff

The  desire  for  this  private  teaching-hospital  came  from  the  faculty  of  Rush  Medical 
College.  It  is  logical  therefore  that  since  1884,  when  the  Hospital  was  built,  teaching 
and  research  have  been  an  integral  part  of  its  broad  purposes. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  the  affiliated  private  hospital  of  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois College  of  Medicine.  Each  day  seventy  to  eighty  senior  medical  students  study 
in  the  wards,  laboratories,  and  outpatient  department.  Their  designation  is  that  of 
clinical  clerks.  These  students  spend  a  full  quarter  of  the  year  either  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Surgery  or  the  Department  of  Medicine.  Students  assigned  to  the  Department 
of  Pediatrics  are  here  for  three  weeks;  those  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology  are  here  for  six  weeks  and  during  this  period  they  reside  in  the 
Hospital  and  are  "on  call"  throughout  the  twenty-four  hour  day. 

The  students  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Medicine  spend  two  weeks  in  the 
Neuropsychiatric  Division,  four  weeks  in  the  special  clinics  of  the  Central  Free  Di- 
spensary, and  six  weeks  in  the  Hospital.  Patients  are  assigned  to  these  clinical  clerks 
who  write  the  medical  history,  make  a  complete  physical  examination,  and  perform 
certain  routine  laboratory  studies.  Their  work  is  supervised  and  reviewed  by  the  in- 
tern and  resident  in  charge.  While  on  rounds  they  present  their  findings  to  the  visit- 
ing attending  physician  as  their  small  teaching  group  goes  from  patient  to  patient. 
Discussion  and  review  seminars  are  held  during  the  last  half  of  the  morning  under 
the  direction  of  Assistant  Attending  Physicians,  designated  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Department. 

Clinical  clerks  are  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Surgery  by  the  Dean  of  the  Medi- 
cal School.  They  study  under  the  supervision  of  groups  of  surgeons  organized  accord- 
ing to  surgical  services  to  give  the  student  broad  experience  in  general  surgery  and 
the  specialties  of  neurology,  urology,  opthalmology,  and  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose 
and  throat.  Surgical  studies  are  supplemented  by  seminars  and  lectures,  by  the 
special  study  of  diseased  human  tissue,  and  by  the  experience  gained  in  the  general 
surgical  clinic  of  Central  Free  Dispensary. 


Presbyterian  Hospital's  large  laboratory  for  the  gross  dissection  of  the  human 
body  is  unique  in  America.  To  this  laboratory  students  are  assigned  by  the  Dean 
of  the  Medical  School  for  "Surgical  Anatomy".  An  attending  surgeon  and  surgical 
residents  instruct  them.  Every  surgeon  here  is  expected  to  be  a  skilled  anatomist. 

Throughout  the  week  all  clerks  are  required  to  attend  clinics,  seminars,  and 
conferences  which  concern  their  division  of  hospital  study  and  include:  Pediatric 
Grand  Rounds,  Basic  Science  Seminar,  Neurological  Clinic,  Tumor  Conference, 
Chest  Clinic,  Cardio-vascular  Conference,  Clinical  Pathologic  Conference,  Medical 
Conference  and  Grand  Rounds,  Journal  Clubs,  Urology  Conference,  Therapeutic 
Conference,  Post-mortem  Review  Conference,  X-ray  Conference,  Gynecological 
Pathology  Conference  and  Surgical  Conference. 

The  teaching  program  of  a  large  metropolitan  hospital  is  vitally  concerned  with 
interns  and  residents  (young  doctors  who  desire  more  training  than  is  required  for 
medical  licensure,  or  who  intend  to  specialize ) .  Recently  our  intern  quota  has  been 
augmented  by  an  equal  number  of  selected  senior  medical  students  designated  as 
assistant  interns.  They  are  senior  clerks  assigned  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Dean  of  the 
Medical  School.  They  live  in  the  Hospital  and  share  in  the  responsibility  for  patient 
study  and  care.  We  are  pleased  with  this  experiment. 

The  House  Officer  Staff  varies  in  total  number.  Usually  it  includes  approximately 
eighty-four  young  doctors  of  which  twenty-seven  are  interns  and  assistant  interns, 
forty-eight  are  residents,  and  nine  are  fellows  or  research  assistants. 

The  intern  year  consists  of  five  months  in  General  Medicine  and  the  allied  special- 
ties, five  months  in  General  Surgery  and  the  allied  specialties,  one  month  in  Obstet- 
rics, and  one  month  in  Pediatrics.  The  five  months  in  Medicine  are  spent  in  five  separ- 
ate locations  in  the  Hospital.  The  five  months  in  Surgery  are  spent  on  the  various  sur- 
gical services:  studying  patients,  assisting  at  surgical  operations,  and  sharing  with 
the  surgical  residents  the  post-operative  care  of  the  patient.  The  principles  of  surgery 
are  stressed.  (Surgical  techniques  are  for  later  years  of  study).  Thoroughness,  accur- 
acy, skilled  surgical  judgment,  and  the  sacred  responsibility  of  patient  care  gradually 
become  a  living  part  of  the  young  doctor. 

Residents  play  a  very  important  role  in  this  Hospital.  They  may  be  here  for  only 
a  year  as  part  of  their  broad  preparation,  but  generally  they  are  here  for  several 
years,  depending  upon  the  requirements  of  their  specialty  boards.  All  house  officers 
are  stimulated  to  present  patients  at  various  seminars  and  to  participate  in  the 
discussions. 

With  a  staff  of  approximately  eighty-four  house  officers  and  seventy  to  eighty 
medical  students,  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  really  a  medical  school  with  undergraduate 
and  graduate  education.  Skilled  patient  care  and  the  extensive  education  and  re- 
search program  which  go  hand  in  hand  are  the  vital  factors  which  determine  the 
Hospital's  eminence.

Research 


In  many  hospitals  the  research  programs  are  carried  on  by  full-time  scientists 
who  have  some  help  from  the  clinical  staff  and  from  the  members  of  the  resident 
staff.  In  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  the  research  program  is  designed  with  the  aim 
of  having  every  house  officer  regularly  spend  a  definite  amount  of  time  on  some 
laboratory  problem  or  in  studying  some  special  clinical  problem.  It  is  our  hope 
and  expectation  that  doctors  who  have  learned  to  carry  out  such  investigations 
while  caring  for  patients  will  continue  specialized  studies  when  they  begin  to  practice, 
and  that  those  who  do  not  continue  to  pursue  such  specialized  studies  will  have  an 
active  interest  in  the  investigative  side  of  medicine. 

Our  hospital  is  fortunate  in  having  outstanding  leadership  in  the  Pathology  and 
Biological  Chemistry  Departments.  Both  departments  are  well  staffed  and  equipped 
to  carry  out  basic  scientific  investigation;  both  are  conducting  investigations  which 
are  of  a  fundamental  nature  and  are  lending  advice  and  help  with  problems  which 
have  more  immediate  clinical  application. 

Basic  investigations  pursued  during  the  past  year  were  concerned  with: 

1.  A  study  of  the  isolation  of  tissue  cell  components  (One  important  result  has 
been  a  clarification  of  current  concepts  of  how  basic  muscle  acquires  its 
energy  for  action.)  ; 

2.  The  development  of  a  method  of  producing  standard  injuries  in  the  brain, 
heart,  liver,  etc.  for  experimental  studies; 

3.  Tissue  culture  studies  which  are  important  in  the  efforts  to  substitute  normal 
tissues  for  diseased  tissues  or  organs; 

4.  Chemical  studies  of  plasma  proteins,  especially  as  they  are  concerned  with 
hypertension  and  with  the  transfusion  of  various  fluids; 

5.  Studies  on  the  mechanism  of  nutrition  which  are  concerned  with  arterios- 
clerosis, the  formation  of  kidney  stones  and  gall  stones,  and  studies  on  di- 
gestion and  absorption  in  the  large  and  small  bowel  of  patients  having  ulcera- 
tive colitis. 


Among  the  clinical  problems  under  investigation: 

1.  The  studies  on  blood  diseases  in  infants  have  shown  very  good  results  (The 
mechanism  of  clotting  in  Mood  vessels  is  the  object  of  continuing  study.)  ; 

2.  Endometriosis  has  been  produced  in  monkeys  and  these  studies  have  immed- 
iate clinical  application; 

3.  Numerous  studies  on  the  surgery  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  are  being 
actively  pursued; 

4.  A  well  equipped  laboratory  for  the  study  of  lung  function  is  being  used  in 
the  investigation  of  disease  in  patients,  and  for  some  fundamental  studies 
on  animals; 

5.  A  method  of  treating  cancer  in  lymph  nodes  is  being  pursued;  other  studies 
on  dyestufTs  stained  by  cancer  cells  are  continuing.  At  the  same  time  a  study 
of  the  effect  of  certain  biological  factors  on  cancer  of  the  breast  and  prostate 
is  underway. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  investigations  which  are  in  various  stages  of 
completion.  With  the  opening  of  the  additional  research  laboratories  in  October  and 
with  the  appointment  of  a  director  of  these  laboratories  we  look  forward  to  an  in- 
crease in  research  activity  and  to  the  use  of  research  methods,  especially  as  they 
apply  to  the  sick  patient.

Surgery 


The  Department  of  Surgery,  including  the  surgical  specialties,  cared  for  4876  adult 
hospital  patients  and  777  infants  and  children  during  the  year  1952.  These  5653  pa- 
tients underwent  7486  operations.  Approximately  one  per  cent  of  them  died. 

Even  though  these  surgical  statistics  are  very  good,  yet  we  are  not  satisfied,  and 
we  consider  those  83  patients  who  died  to  be  a  definite  challenge.  This  challenge  must 
be  met  by  the  adoption  of  better  methods  of  procedure  in  the  future,  and  this  can 
be  accomplished  in  great  measure  by  better  research. 

The  development  of  our  new  research  facilities  on  the  sixth  floor  of  the  Rawson 
Building  during  the  past  year  has  been  considerably  impaired  by  strikes  at  the  manu- 
facturing plant  and  the  slow  delivery  of  materials,  but  at  the  time  of  this  writing 
actual  animal  experimental  work  in  the  new  operating  rooms  has  been  in  progress 
for  more  than  three  months,  and  the  installation  of  equipment  in  the  laboratories 
is  rapidly  nearing  completion.  It  will,  when  finished,  provide  excellent  quarters  for 
larger  animals,  ample  operating  space,  x-ray  facilities,  a  radio-isotope  lab,  a  tissue 
culture  and  tissue  bank,  three  general  purpose  laboratories,  and  adequate  desk 
space  for  men  engaged  in  experimental  work.  The  program  to  enlist  the  interest  of 
all  Surgical  Residents  in  some  phase  of  investigation,  a  plan  inaugurated  over  two 
years  ago,  is  progressing  well  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  George  M.  Hass  of  the 
Department  of  Pathology  and  Dr.  Edward  J.  Beattie,  the  newly  appointed  Director 
of  Animal  Investigation  in  Surgery. 

A  critical  study  of  the  83  deaths  on  our  surgical  services  in  1952  reveals  the  fact 
that  malignant  growths  are  the  greatest  killer,  and  we  believe  that  increased  knowledge 
of  the  behavior  of  tissues  will  help  in  the  solution  of  the  cancer  problem.  The  phe- 
nomena of  wound  healing,  tissue  growth,  and  tissue  transplantation  are  being  active- 
ly studied  in  our  laboratories  at  the  present  time,  and  may  contribute  much  toward 
finding  answers  to  questions  now  unsolved. 

The  study  of  these  83  patients  who  died  in  1952  further  reveals  the  truth  that  di- 
seases of  the  heart  and  lungs  account  for  a  large  group  of  these  deaths,  and  we  would 
like  to  point  out  that  there  is  important  work  in  progress  in  our  laboratories  on  the 
functions  of  the  lung  in  disease,  as  a  joint  effort  by  the  Departments  of  Medicine 


and  Surgery.  Also  that  problems  relating  to  the  surgery  of  the  heart  and  blood  ves- 
sels are  under  investigation,  with  the  hope  that  new  techniques  of  operative  procedure 
may  be  worked  out  which  will  allow  heart  diseases  which  now  seem  hopeless  to  be- 
come amenable  to  surgery. 

But  aside  from  our  constant  endeavor  to  improve  our  care  of  patients  by  the  de- 
velopment of  better  methods  of  treatment,  we  are  cognizant  of  our  responsibility  in 
teaching,  not  only  the  medical  students  assigned  to  us  from  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois, but  also  our  own  interne  and  resident  staff.  How  well  we  have  accomplished  this 
important  task  in  1952  has  been  a  matter  of  opinion.  Personally,  I  would  say  that  it 
has  not  been  bad,  but  there  is  room  for  improvement.  And  I  feel  sure  that  improve- 
ment will  come  with  the  full  completion  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  floors  of  the  Raw- 
son  Building,  because  there  will  have  been  added  a  much  needed  well  equipped  large 
class  room,  to  say  nothing  of  the  advantages  gained  by  the  new  operating  room  fa- 
cilities in  providing  adequate  basic  training  for  the  men  on  our  resident  staff.  But 
bed  side  teaching,  ward  rounds,  seminars,  lectures,  and  modern  laboratories  are 
never  sufficient  to  insure  a  good  teaching  job  unless  along  with  it  there  is  at  all 
times  on  the  part  of  both  students  and  teachers  an  unfaltering  interest  in  the  com- 
mon objective — i.e.,  to  turn  out  from  our  Medical  School  good  doctors  whose  chief 
concern  is  the  sick  patient. 

Seen  in  retrospect,  the  year  1952  was  from  many  points  of  view  a  satisfactory  year 
in  the  Department  of  Surgery,  and  it  was  without  question  a  year  full  of  plans  for 
better  years  to  come.

During  the  past  year  the  Medical  Department  cared  for  fourteen  thousand  patients 
in  the  in-patient  and  out-patient  departments  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital.  Approxi- 
mately four  thousand  of  these  were  hospitalized. 

In  this  time  we  have  made  a  closer  integration  of  the  work  of  the  resident 
staff  in  the  all-over  care  of  the  patient.  This  shared  responsibility  between  the  at- 
tending men  and  resident  staff  helps  the  patient,  the  intern,  and  the  physician.  This 
integration  makes  the  use  of  our  facilities  for  teaching  more  valuable  and  has 
spread  the  load  of  patient  care  and  teaching  more  uniformly  among  the  men  of  the 
staff. 

The  aim  of  the  medical  staff  at  all  times  is  superior  care  of  the  patient,  and  with- 
out this  goal  the  teaching  program  becomes  sterile — only  teaching  based  on  the 
best  scientific  and  sympathetic  care  of  the  sick  patient  can  be  good  training.  With 
every  man  on  the  medical  staff  actively  engaged  in  educational  work,  the  morale  has 
been  high  and  the  work  effective. 

The  new  space  becoming  available  for  expansion  of  research  work  promises  that 
the  future  holds  a  great  opportunity  for  the  continuation  of  the  high  excellence  of 
patient  care  of  which  our  department  has  always  been  proud.

Report  of  the  SupeM'intendent 


An  organization  dedicated  to  the  care  of  the  sick  is  indebted  to  many  people:  to 
the  doctors  for  their  professional  skill  in  caring  for  the  indigent;  to  the  Churches  and 
the  Woman's  Board  for  their  continuous  support;  to  the  many  friends  who  have 
contributed  to  the  Building  Fund,  to  research  projects  and  to  general  funds;  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  for  their  interest  in  developing  a  greater  institution;  and  finally 
to  the  loyal  employees  who  have  served  so  faithfully  in  ministering  to  the  sick. 
Through  the  efforts  of  these  people,  improved  health  has  been  brought  to  most  of 
the  550,000  people  admitted  to  the  Hospital  during  the  past  seventy  years,  and  to  the 
indigent  patients  of  Central  Free  Dispensary,  not  to  mention  the  private  ambulatory 
patients. 

The  reduction  in  hospitalization,  which  is  the  great  dividend  of  medical  care,  re- 
turns the  patient  to  his  livelihood  more  quickly  than  in  the  past.  This  fact  alone  off- 
sets the  criticism  by  a  few  people  in  regard  to  present  costs  of  hospitalization  and 
medical  care.  Hospitals  can  not  avoid  inflation.  It  enters  into  the  thousand-and-one 
items  we  must  buy,  each  containing  an  element  of  profit  to  the  manufacturers  and 
suppliers. 

Salaries,  which  roughly  amount  to  sixty  per  cent  of  our  expenses,  are  under  severe 
competition  from  Federal,  State,  and  County  hospitals  in  the  Medical  Center.  Never- 
theless, out  of  loyalty  to  Presbyterian  Hospital,  and  with  the  desire  to  be  part  of  a 
great  voluntary  institution,  many  employees  continue  thus  to  serve  their  fellowmen. 
Today  there  are  sixty  people  who  have  been  in  the  Hospital  employ  over  twenty-five 
years  and  two-hundred-twenty  who  have  been  here  from  five  to  twenty-five  years. 
Such  loyalty  is  not  bought;  it  is  the  result  of  an  adherence  to  the  principle  that  the 
individual  is  important  and  his  services  are  appreciated.  During  the  past  year,, 
twelve  people  were  retired  with  a  total  of  three-hundred-ninety-eight  years  of  service. 
In  recognition  of  this  loyalty,  they  have  been  given  a  monthly  supplement  (on  a  fis- 
cal year  basis)  to  their  social  security  benefits. 

There  was  a  $10,466  excess  of  income  over  a  total  expenditure  of  $4,424,189  in 
connection  with  the  Hospital,  Central  Free  Dispensary,  and  the  School  of  Nursing. 
This  is  a  rather  small  figure,  but  on  the  proper  side,  for  hospitals  should  operate  in 


the  black  to  keep  up  with  the  many  demands  for  service  and  improved  facilities  so 
necessary  in  a  plant  of  this  age. 

Since  the  last  published  annual  report  $630,541.64  was  added  to  endowment  and 
trust  funds;  $26,895.64  of  this  came  through  the  efforts  of  the  Woman's  Board.  The 
other  major  gifts  are:  $247,128.30  from  the  estate  of  William  L.  Brown;  $321,576.74 
from  the  estate  of  Josephine  Dyrenforth  ( of  which  $10,000  was  to  name  a  room  in 
memory  of  Arthur  and  Josephine  Dyrenforth,  and  the  balance  for  care  of  the  sick 
and  for  research  in  the  special  field  of  gastroenterology )  ;  $17,940.96  from  the  estate 
of  Minnie  Weis  (to  be  known  as  the  Edward  Weis  Memorial  Fund  and  to  be  used 
for  study  and  reseach  in  epilepsy)  ;  and  $10,000  from  the  estate  of  Herbert  E.  Bell 
( for  whom  a  memorial  room  has  been  named ) . 

More  complete  financial  information  can  be  found  on  pages  thirty-one  to  forty-one 
of  this  book. 

Despite  present  economic  conditions  there  is  still  a  need  for  clinic  care  of  many 
patients  who  live  in  the  area  adjacent  to  the  Hospital.  During  this  past  year  4,099 
patients  made  62,254  visits  to  the  Central  Free  Dispensary;  63.9  percent  of  these 
patients  made  no  payment  for  their  care.  Either  the  Hospital  or  a  public  welfare 
agency  assumed  this  cost.  The  professional  services  of  the  Medical  Staff  were  given 
free  and  generously  to  meet  a  basic  need  of  medical  care. 

In  the  hospital  field  no  problem  has  been  discussed  more  than  the  shortage  of 
nurses.  The  supply  in  no  way  meets  the  demand  for  these  highly  trained  and 
qualified  women.  Despite  the  high  cost  of  operating  a  school  of  nursing,  Presbyterian 
Hospital  has  sought  to  render  a  greater  public  service  by  providing  facilities  which 
permit  the  admission  of  larger  classes.  Two  classes  were  admitted  to  the  School  in 
1953,  a  total  of  115  students. 

One  can  not,  however,  run  the  School  entirely  for  service  needs;  a  stable  number 
of  general  staff  nurses  is  a  necessity.  After  struggling  with  this  problem  ever  since 
the  war,  it  now  appears  that  Kidston  House  offers  a  greater  possibility  for  stabilizing 
the  nursing  load.  No  development  in  recent  years  has  been  as  significant  as  the 
Boards  acceptance  of  the  idea  that  a  furnished  apartment  building  was  necessary. 
Three  weeks  after  it  was  made  available  in  August,  1953,  eight-five  per  cent  of  the 
unit  was  occupied.  To  accommodate  all  who  would  like  to  live  in  such  a  housing 
development  would  require  a  much  larger  building. 

In  keeping  with  the  growing  concept  of  patient  care  which  should  be  provided  by  a 
general  hospital,  Presbyterian  Hospital  now  has  a  twenty-five  bed  unit  for  mildly 
disturbed  patients.  Bringing  these  patients  together  into  one  nursing  unit  assures  them 
of  better  care  and  at  the  same  time  concentrates  the  specially  trained  nursing  staff. 
The  unit  was  opened  in  February,  1953,  and  fills  a  long  recognized  need. 

To  all  those  who  have  carried  on  the  traditions  of  this  institution  go  the  sincere 
thanks  of  the  Superintendent's  office.  We  look  to  the  future  with  anticipation  of  the 
type  of  hospital  which  the  Board,  the  Medical  Staff,  and  others  who  have  or  will 
have  the  privilege  of  serving  hope  it  will  be — an  even  greater  hospital  for  the  care 
of  the  sick,  for  the  teaching  and  training  of  young  doctors  and  nurses,  and  for  the 
carrying  on  of  a  broad  and  productive  research  program.

Nursing 


The  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  School  brought  nursing  into  clear  focus  and  re- 
viewing the  past  half  century  in  various  ways  emphasized  the  responsibilities  for 
carrying  on. 

Plans  for  recognizing  the  Anniversary  began  months  ago  culminating  in  festivities 
during  the  week  of  May  twelfth.  Miss  M.  Helena  McMillan  came  for  this  week  from 
her  home  in  Boulder,  Colorado,  and  Miss  Harriet  L.  Forrest  came  from  Winnipeg. 
They  and  many  Alumnae  attended  the  traditional  Alumnae  Tea  honoring  the  grad- 
uate class.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Rogers  Williams  and  Miss  Henrietta  Froehlke  came  for  the 
annual  commencement  in  the  Fourth  Presbyterian  Church  on  Thursday  evening.  On 
Friday,  May  15,  the  largest  number  of  Alumnae  ever  to  attend  Homecoming  greeted 
the  honor-guests,  visited  the  School  exhibits  and  toured  the  Hospital,  and  lingered 
throughout  the  day  in  the  several  lounge  areas  of  the  Nurses  Residence.  The  Golden 
Anniversary  Banquet  in  the  evening,  at  the  Furniture  Club  of  America,  had  a  capacity 
attendance.  Miss  McMillan's  topic  on  the  after  dinner  program  was  "Reminiscenses" 
but,  characteristically,  she  said  that  she  did  not  wish  to  dwell  on  the  past;  we  should 
look  ahead  to  the  year  2003  instead. 

All  who  participated  in  the  Anniversary  will  long  remember  it,  but  in  this  report 
a  few  other  activities  of  the  year  must  be  included. 

At  our  first  faculty  workshop,  held  for  five  days  in  September  1952,  an  over-all  sur- 
vey of  the  nursing  program  was  made.  It  resulted  in  such  aims  for  the  coming  year 
as:  an  evaluation  of  the  School's  curriculum;  an  improvement  in  various  aspects  of 
the  clinical  services;  and  an  improvement  in  the  graduate  nurse  qualifications,  in  the 
in-service  program,  etc.  Committees  in  both  the  education  and  service  areas,  with 
these  aims  in  mind,  have  had  a  busy  year. 

The  School  was  accredited  by  The  National  League  of  Nursing  Education  in  1943, 
and  a  re-survey  is  due.  It  will  be  made  by  The  National  Nursing  Accrediting  Service 
early  in  1954.  This  anticipated  visit  has  been  stimulating.  A  survey  of  our  Nursing 
Service  was  made  in  February  1953  by  a  member  of  the  Nursing  Department  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  and  was  approved  for  field  experience  in  the  University's  Con- 
tinuation Program  for  Graduate  Nurses.  The  first  students  will  come  in  November 
1953. 


As  to  personnel,  the  major  change  was  the  resignation  on  June  30  of  Mrs.  Carrie 
Bell  McNeil,  who  has  been  Director  of  Education  since  1935.  Her  successor,  Miss 
Henrietta  Davis,  brings  with  her  excellent  experience  in  nursing  education. 

Ninety-five  students  enrolled  in  the  September  1952  class  and  twenty-four  in  March 
of  1953.  An  important  accomplishment  of  the  Student  Association  was  the  publication 
of  the  new  Student  Handbook  which  is  helping  to  guide  them  into  stronger  student 
government.  Of  the  fifty-six  seniors  graduating  in  1953,  more  than  eighty-five  per- 
cent joined  the  graduate  nursing  staff  of  the  Hospital.  Their  remaining  here  can  be 
attributed,  in  part  at  least,  to  the  new  apartment  building  which  was  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy on  August  15. 

This  brief  summary  must  include  a  sincere  expression  of  appreciation  to  all  indi- 
viduals and  groups  who  have  helped  the  Nursing  Department.  Their  names  and  a 
more  detailed  account  of  the  year's  activities  are  on  file. 

This  fiftieth  year  of  the  school  has  sharpened  an  appreciation  of  our  heritage. 
The  past  was  linked  to  the  future  by  the  re-union  of  Miss  McMillan  with  many  of 
her  students,  by  the  return  of  the  three  former  Directors  of  Nursing,  by  the  reminisc- 
ing of  all  who  came  from  far  and  near,  and  by  the  participation  of  this  year's  graduat- 
ting  class  and  other  student  nurses  in  the  festivities.  The  bonds  which  hold  the  fifty- 
year-old  School  together  were  strengthened;  our  future  will  be  built  on  the  solid 
foundation  of  the  past;  and  will  be  even  more  notable  than  that  past.

The  HVoman9s  Hoard 


Our  annual  report  for  1952  records  an  outstanding  year  in  service  rendered  and 
in  income  received. 

Ninety-six  volunteers,  ten  of  whom  Avere  doctors'  wives,  gave  11,963  hours  to  the 
Hospital. 

The  service  committees  have  contributed  in  various  ways:  the  Needlework  Com- 
mittee completed  2,024  articles  for  Social  Service  and  the  Children's  Floor,  and 
6,516  for  the  linen  room;  soap  coupons  were  redeemed  for  191  silver  teaspoons;  the 
Delicacies  Committee  collected  over  3,000  glasses  of  jam  to  be  used  on  the  trays 
of  ward  patients;  the  Children's  Committee  provided  plans  and  holiday  favors. 

The  Library  Committee  realized  $763.23  on  its  four  re-sales  of  used  books.  A 
second  Talking  Book  was  secured  for  eye  patients,  27  waiting  rooms  were  serviced  and 
17,000  books  circulated  on  the  floors.  The  Social  Service  Committee  gave  a  Christ- 
mas party  for  the  elderly  people  who  came  to  the  dispensary  for  treatments. 

Our  net  receipts  were  $73,573.69.  We  assigned  $63,706.21  to  charitable  work 
and  furnishings  in  the  Hospital  and  School  of  Nursing.  In  addition  we  contributed 
$16,941.35  to  Hospital  endowments. 

Some  disbursements  provided  special  medications  for  the  clinics,  nursing  service, 
a  new  fund  for  the  care  of  premature  babies,  a  part-time  nurse  for  the  Well-Baby 
Clinic,  Social  Service  needs  (including  cost  of  sending  24  children  to  camp)  library 
maintenance,  chapel  flowers  and  music,  and  scholarships  for  nurses. 

On  Tag  Day  over  400  women  collected  $2,855.22  for  the  care  of  needy  children 
in  the  Hospital.  Seventy-four  Sunday  Schools  contributed  over  $4,000  to  the  Child's 
Free  Bed  Endowment  Fund.  Mothers  registering  their  newly  born  in  the  Babies' 
Alumni  Book  contributed  $700  toward  free  care  on  maternity  floor. 

The  School  of  Nursing  Committee  realized  over  $1,200  on  the  Fashion  Showing 
and  Tea  presented  by  Marshall  Field  and  Company  in  the  Wedgwood  Room.  They 
also  raised  $200  through  a  re-sale  of  clothing. 


The  Gertrude  Irons  Room  was  furnished  with  funds  from  many  memorials  supple- 
mented by  a  gift  from  the  Woman's  Board.  The  Doctors'  wives  contributed  the  chest, 
mirror,  candlesticks  and  cross  beautifully  inscribed  in  her  memory.  Other  memorial 
gifts  amounting  to  over  $4,000  were  designated  according  to  the  wish  of  the  donors. 

The  Thanksgiving  Tea  Committee  received  support  from  41  churches  and  general 
membership  and  were  able  to  turn  over  $5,532.59  to  the  Asa  Bacon  Fund.  The 
Winnetka  Auxiliary  added  to  the  Barbara  Ann  Smith  Memorial  Fund  for  Teen-age 
Girls  and  contributed  generously  toward  the  Woman's  Board. 

The  Christmas  Sale  was  a  memorable  two  day  event  held  in  Mrs.  James  Hopkins' 
spacious  apartment.  The  Winnetka  Auxiliary  assisted  by  many  friends  who  helped 
make  hand-made  articles  netted  $3,500  for  the  Board.  The  Doctors'  Wives  netted 
$466.35  at  their  Bake  Sale  in  the  Hospital  which  they  graciously  assigned  to  the 
Woman's  Board. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  gratitude  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Administration,  the 
Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  for  their  generous  and  loyal  help  throughout  the  year.
